memoratives  were  worth  more 
than  their  issue  price,  including 
the  gold  and  silver  Ben-Gurions. 
More  interesting  than  the  bullion 
value  is  the  question;  How  many 
pieces  of  each  commemorative 
will  be  left  after  the  smoke  clears? 
Many  Israel  commems  have  hit  the 
melting  pot,  and  no  one  has  any 
idea  of  what  has  been  melted  or 
what  has  or  will  be  left  behind  for 
the  numismatic  fraternity. 

Carl  Rosenblum  reported  that 
the  A.I.N.A.  board  has  passed  a 
resolution  that  calls  for  25  percent 
of  a  club’s  membership  belonging 
to  A.I.N.A.  or  the  club  will  be 
suspended  from  membership.  Ap¬ 
parently,  there  is  quite  a  bit  of  ob¬ 
jection  to  this  one,  but  since 
A.I.N.A.  can’t  tell  a  club  what  rules 
it  can  make,  I  don’t  think  the  clubs 
can  tell  A.I.N.A.  what  by-laws  it  can 
pass.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
four  New  Jersey  clubs  have  an  ex¬ 
ecutive  meeting  on  this  A.I.N.A.

(For  years  the  “Red  Book"  has 
listed  two  varieties  for  the  1 9 34  Wash¬ 
ington  quarter,  specifically  the  light 
and  heavy  versions  of  the  motto  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  The  recent  inclu¬ 
sion  of  a  third  variety,  the  one  struck 
from  a  doubled  obverse  die,  has  in¬ 
spired  Larry  Kendall  of  New  Jersey 
to  write  the  following  article  explain¬ 
ing  the  varieties. -Editor)

Originally  issued  in  1932  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  200th  annversary  of 
George  Washington's  birth,  the  Wash¬ 
ington  quarter  proved  both  popular 
and  acceptable  with  the  American 
public.  Because  of  this  popularity 
the  Treasury  Department  resumed 
production  of  the  coin  in  1934,  with 
emissions  from  the  Philadelphia  and 
Denver  Mints. 

The  first  production  run  of  1934 
included  pieces  with  the  motto  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  in  extremely  low  re¬ 
lief.  as  on  all  1932-dated  quarters. 
This  low  relief  type,  referred  to  as  the 
Light  Motto  type  in  the  Red  Book " 
and  elsewhere,  was  produced  only  in 
Philadelphia  in  1934.  For  the  sake  of 
clarity,  it  is  also  referred  to  as  the 
Type  of  1932. 

In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  coin,  the  Mint  pro¬ 
duced  a  hub  with  the  motto  in  high 
relief,  with  sharp,  thin  letters.  This 
type  is  easily  distinguished  by  the 
W  of  WE  in  the  motto,  the  middle 
stroke  being  significantly  lower  than 
the  two  outer  strokes. 

Used  in  both  Philadelphia  and  Den¬ 
ver  in  1934,  this  particular  type  was 
also  used  on  all  Washington  quarters 
dated  1935.  Because  of  this  the  type 
is  usually  referred  to  as  the  Type  of 
1935.” 

The  Mint  finally  settled  on  a  motto 
with  a  similar  relief  to  the  previous 
one,  but  with  wider  letters  in  the  mot¬ 
to.  On  this  hub  the  middle  stroke  of 
the  W  of  WE  is  higher  than  the  outer 
two,  its  most  distinguishing  char¬ 
acteristic. 

This  design  was  used  in  both  Phil¬ 
adelphia  and  Denver  in  1934,  and 
again  on  all  coins  dated  1936  and 
later.  Because  of  this  the  design  is 
known  as  the  “Type  of  1936.” 


The  high  relief  but  thin  motto  of  the  1934  Type  II  (Type  of  1935) 
Washington  quarter,  this  design  being  used  on  P  and  D  coins  of 
19,41  and  all  P,  D  and  S  coins  of  1935.  It  is  distinguished  by  the 
center  point  of  the  W  being  lower  than  either  side,  and  by  numer¬ 
ous  raised  hub  flaws  such  as  those  indicated  by  the  arrows. 


The  thicker  motto  letters  of  the  1934  Type  III  (Type  of  1936) 
Washington  quarter,  used  on  some  P  and  D  quarters  of  1934  and 
all  P,  D  and  S  quarters  of  1936  and  later.  This  design  is  distin¬ 
guished  by  the  center  stroke  of  the  W  being  tallest. 


A  listing  of  the  quarters  or  1934 
would  be  incomplete  without  a  men¬ 
tion  of  two  very  rare  varieties  of  dou¬ 
bled  die  coins  produced  by  the  Phil¬ 
adelphia  Mint.  Both  dies  are  of  the 
“Type  of  1935“  design,  although 
some  earlier  listings  incorrectly  la¬ 
beled  the  most  obvious  one  a  “Type 
IV”  coin  in  a  system  that  referred 
to  the  three  genuine  types  as  "Type 
I,”  “Type  II”  and  “Type  III  ” 
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The  Variety  I  aouoied  die  coins 
exhibit  strong  doubling  at  the  motto, 
date  and  LIBERTY,  which  is  easily 
viewed  with  a  low-power  magnifying 
glass.

theless  visible  with  a  10-power  glass. 

The  actual  mintages  of  these  coins 
are  unknown  and  subject  to  conjec¬ 
ture,  although  certain  estimates  of 
their  availability  can  be  made.  Pre¬ 
sented  here  are  my  prsonal  estimates 
of  how  many  of  each  of  these  coins 
were  originally  struck,  and  comments 
on  the  availability  or  non-availability 
of  each  in  Uncirculated  condition. 

1934-P,  Type  of  1932  -  Estimated 
mintage  500.000.  This  type,  popular 
among  collectors,  can  be  obtained  at 
a  small  premium  over  the  normal 
price  of  a  1934-P  coin.  Though  very 
scarce  and  seldom  offered,  the  seller 
of  a  specimen  is  often  unaware  of 
its  significance. 

1934-P,  Type  of  1935  -  Estimated 
mintage  28,000.000.  The  most  com¬ 
mon  type,  and  therefore  the  one  most 
often  encountered. 

1934-P,  Doubled  die  Var.  I  -  Mint¬ 
age  -?  Produced  from  a  single  die, 
the  error  appears  to  have  been  de¬ 
tected  quickly.  Mint  personnel  at¬ 
tempted  to  obliterate  the  doubling 
by  heavily  polishing  the  die,  and  in 
doing  so  removed  some  of  the  other 
details  of  the  die  as  well.  For  this 
reason,  many  Uncirculated  coins 
are  down-graded  to  About  Uncircu¬ 
lated  by  collectors. 

Early  die  state  coins,  struck  prior  to 
the  polishing,  are  excessively  rare,  as 
fewer  than  five  Uncirculated  pieces 
are  known.  Later  die  state  coins  are 
also  very  rare,  and,  due  to  the  prom¬ 
inent  doubling,  very  popular  among 
collectors.  Its  listing  in  the  current 
‘‘Red  Book'’  should  give  this  variety 
a  well-deserved  boost. 

1934-P,  Doubled  die  Var.  II  -  Min- 
tge  -?  Minor  in  comparison  to  Var.  I, 
it  is  difficult  to  identify  in  grades  below 
Very  Fine.  Thus,  though  it  is  con¬ 
siderably  rarer  than  Var.  I,  it  is  not  as 
popular  and  is  priced  much  lower  due 
to  lack  of  demand. 

1934-D,  Type  of  1935  -  Estimated 
mintage  1,000,000.  Scarce  and  un¬ 
derrated,  as,  contrary  to  earlier  pub¬ 
lished  reports,  I  find  that  this  type  is 
encountered  much  less  often  than 
the  Type  of  1936. 

1934-P,  Type  of  1936  -  Estimated 
mmtge  2,500,000.  The  dies  used  to 
produce  this  type  were  probably  e- 


Thick  because  of  the  doubling,  the  letters  of  LIBERTY  on  this 
1934  Variety  I  doubled  die  quarter  also  show  partially  elosed 
inner  loops  of  the  B  and  R.  Earlier  die  state  specimens  show 
strong  vertical  lines  on  all  of  the  letters,  where  the  two  images 
overlapped  but  were  not  Quite  of  the  same  heipht. 


Only  slightly  doubled  during  the  hubbing  process,  as  highlighted 
by  the  arrows,  this  1934  Variety  II  doubled  die  quarter  serves  to 
illustrate  the  normal  shape  and  thickness  of  the  letters  of  LIB¬ 
ERTY  on  a  Tyv«:  II  quarter.  On  the  Type  I  coins  the  letters  are 
basically  the  same  though  fainter,  while  on  the  Type  III  coins 
the  letters  are  just  as  bold  but  reshaped  a  bit.

venly  split  between  Philadelphia  and 
Denver.  Very  scarce  and  underrated, 
as  presumably  less  than  10  percent 
of  the  total  output  was  of  this  type. 

1934-D,  Type  of  1936  -  Estimated 
mintage  2,500,000.  Don  TAxay,  in 
the  Catalogue  and  Encyclopedia  of 
U.S.  Coins,  makes  note  that  this  type 
is  "Rare.''  While  neither  Denver  issue 
can  be  construed  as  common  in  Unc.. 

I  believe  this  issue  to  be  the  more 
readily  available  of  the  two  types. 

It  can  now  be  clearly  seen  that 
1934  was  a  year  of  experimentation 
on  the  Washington  quarter,  compar¬ 
able,  though  on  a  smaller  scale,  to 
that  which  occurred  on  the  1878  Mor¬ 
gan  dollar.  Possibly,  with  more  study, 
other  varieties  will  be  uncovered 

Some  years  ago  there  was,  for  a 
short  time,  a  group  of  collectors  who 
formed  a  club  specifically  to  study 
the  1934  Washington  quarter.  For 
some  reason  the  club  disbanded  and 
very  little  is  known  of  them.

Stein,  Enoch  S.  Tomlinson,  Joseph 
Moroccia,  Warren  Emenecher  and 
Robert  Kofoet.  The  first  president 
of  the  ciub  was  George  Stein,  an 
avid  stamp  collector,  followed  by 
Bud  Tomlinson  who  is  the  only  one 
left  of  the  original  twelve  members 
and  has  only  missed  about  three 
meetings  in  all  this  time.  Within  a 
few  years  we  grew  from  12' 
members  to  a  membership  of  165.
